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Continuation of 3. NOTE: 

The proposed amendments and/or the terminal disclaimer do not overcome the rejection under 35 USC 103 of the previous office action. 
Applicant relies on the Terminal Disclaimer and argues that "terminal disclaimer should remove the both the references". The terminal 
disclaimer obviates the obviousness-type double patenting rejection over copending application US S.No. 10/520,567. However, the 
terminal disclaimer itself is not sufficient to overcome the 103 rejection over WO 04/005282. As provided in the first action on merits of May 
26, 2009 (see page 14), MPEP sections MPEP § 706.02(l)(1 ) and § 706.02(l)(2) indicate that: 

"This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome by: ... (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1.130 stating that the application 
and reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 
104, together with a terminal disclaimer in accordance with 37 CFR 1.321(c)". 

As can be seen from the above, a terminal disclaimer alone is not sufficient to overcome the 103 rejection but it must be filed along with a 
declaration as provided above. 

Alternatively MPEP also provides that: "This rejection might also be overcome by showing that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 
103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a)". 

If entered, the amendments and TD would overcome the rejection under 35 USC 112/first paragraph and the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejection. 
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
